$6,237 ‘Mini-Grant’ 
Goes To Upland 


Mayor Abner Haldeman was 
formally authorized to sign into 
effect a ‘‘mini-grant’”’ to the City 
of Upland for $6,237 through the 
California’ Council on Criminal 
Justice at the last council meet- 
ing. The grant will be used for a 
burglary prevention program 
through the police department, 
Upland will pay a quarter of the 
amount, 

Police Chief John Wessely ex- 
plained the program would cover 
prevention first, apprehension, 
arrest and prosecution to reduce 
the burglary rate in Upland, 

“We will develop a strike force 
for full attention in high burglary 
areas, First there will be a con- 
spicuous patrol in a marked po- 
lice car for prevention of burg- 
lary. There will also be an in- 
conspicuous patrol in an un- 
marked car, It will be equipped 
with a video tap recorder and 
telephoto lens, 

“The tape will record auto- 
mobiles and license plate num-~ 
ber in the area and be saved for 
two months, If a homeonwer is on 
vacation, for example, and finds 
his home has been burglarized, 
we'll pull the tapes and view the 
area, We'll check the cars in his 
driveway or other suspicious 
looking situations,’’

The city contends that Associ- 
ated Rock Company was origin- 
ally granted a conditional use 
permit for the plant, but Flint- 
kote recently purchased Associ- 
ated and thus as new owners 
must re-apply for a permit, ac- 
cording to a city ordinance,

Election Set 
June 19 To 
Set Tax Rates 


San Bernardino County Super- 
visor Daniel D, Mikesell of the 
second district has reminded 
residents of the Alta Loma-Cuca- 
monga-Etiwanda area that an 
election will be held June 19 to 
establish tax rates for new im- 
provement zones for animal con- 
trol services, 

Mikesell explained that as a 
result of Senate Bill 90 state 
law now requires voter approval 
to establish a new tax rate or 
increase an existing rate above 
the 1972-73 level. 

The board of supervisors cre- 
ated improvement zones 5, N and 
U of county service area 70 
during the past year, There had 
previously been no tax rate for 
animal control, The approval 
of voters is considered necessary 
DY supervisors to generate 
revenue to fund the service, 

Mikesell suggested that in es- 
tablishing the new improvement 
zones the board of supervisors 
was responding to numerous pe- 
titions received from residents 
of the area seeking leash law 
protection, 

Improvement zone N, west and 
south of Fontana, proposes a 
tax rate of 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, 

Zone S, north of the San Ber- 
nardino Frwy, with Haven Ave, 
On the east and the city limits 
of Upland and Ontario to the 
west, alsO proposed a tax rate 
of 10 cents per $100 assessed 
value, 

Zone U in the San Antonio 
Heights area proposes a tax rate 
of five cents per $100 value, 

Mikesell felt the revenue is 
needed to provide the necessary 
personnel and equipment to as=

Cab Co. Granted 44 Increase 


The Upland City Council grant- 
ed Paul’s -Yellow Cab a 44 per-~ 
cent increase in taxi fares last 
week over the objections of Coun- 
Ciiman Harold Bailin. The in- 
crease includes 20 cents more for 
the first eighth mile traveled, 
from 45 to 65 cents, Delays in
